KILLED 


Coroner to Determine Responsi- 
bility for Wreck Three 
Miles Above Alton. 


When a freight train and a work train 
of the Bluff Line, each running at 25 
miles an hour met in head-on collision 
on the sharp curve around the bluff at 
Hop Hollow, three miles above Alton, 
this morning, their collision telescoped 
the engine and cars of each 
train, killed Engineer Smith of the 
freight and hurled Conductor Fitzgerala 
through the cab window of the engine 
into Mississippi. 

The responsibility for the accident has 
not been determined. Injured membefs 
of both crews decline to discuss the col- 
lision. 

The injured are: 

R. B. . Springfield, Iil.. fireman 
of freight: scalded and leg crushed. 

George Robbins, Springfield, brakeman 
of freight: cut about the head. 

William Sherrer, Springfield, engineer 
of the right lege broken. 

The home George Smith, tire 
gineer of the freight, who was almost 
instantly killed, also in Springfield. 
An inquest over his death at 7 p. m. to- 
day is expected to clear up the cause 
of the accident. 

The collision occurred at 6:40 a. m.. 
the freight running seuth and the work 
train north. The point at whieh they 
met is the very center of one of the 
sharpest curves on the Chicago, Peoria 
St. Louis Railroad. It is 15 feet above 
the river, on the side of a steep decliv- 
ity, top of the bluff.

Calm Before the Storm. 
Temporary quiet prévailed this morn- 
ing, but the authorities fear it is only 
the calm before the storm, Determined 
prosecution by the Government to force 


them to disgorge their land has driven 
cattle owners to their last stand, with 
the aid of cowboys who are said to be 
ready to go to any extreme. 

Last night was one of terror for the 
law-abiding citizens of Mullen. Every 
street was patroled by cowboys, 
many of them under the influence 
of liquor, and hardly a minute passed 
without its punctuation by the crack of 
a revolver. 

The snooting was indiscriminate and 
wanton. Those not gs accord with the 
rioters were quickly driven indoors and 
kept there under threat of death. 

At dawn this morning word of the 
probable coming of both State and Gov- 
ernment troops was passed around the 
rioters, and most of them hastily left 
town. They are all in close vicinity, 
though, waiting for the word to renew 
the rioting. 

Fight te Recover Land. 

Mullen is In the far western section 
of Nebraska, in the center of a district 
where turbulence has frequently 
reigned. The present trouble, aes stated, 
is due to the national Government's 
fight upon those stealing Government 
land. 

Recently the great cattle barons of 
Hooker County were indicted for ille- 
gally fencing Government ranges and 
their fences were ordered down. The 
cases are to come to trial next month 
and 50 witnesses have been subpenaed 
from this county to appear against them. 
It was to intimidate these witnesses and 
force them to leave the county that the 
rioting of this week was inaugurated. 

©. F. Hamilton, a well-known lawyer 
of Mullen. who has charge of the local 
end of the fieht for the Government, 
was the special dbject of attack, and his 
office and-other buildings were wrecked 
by the gang of cowboys who took pos 
séssion of the town Monday.

OTHERS TALK HARMONY 


With Party as Patient Hold 
Diagnosis on ‘What's Mat- 
ter With Democracy.” 


By a Staff Correspondent. 
WARRENSBURG, Mo., Oct. 4.—Gov. 
Folk, in the course of an address at 
the Missouri Democratic harmony ban- 
quet at Pertle Springs last night, de- 
clared that “‘when the president of a 
great New York Life Insurance Co. 
contributed the funds of his company 
for political campaign purposes he com- 
mitted embezzlement.’’ 

This stinging reference to President 
John A. McCail of the New York Life 
Insurance Co., who adniitted recently 
that he had been contributing large 
sums of money to the Republican cam- 
paign fund since 1896, the total subscrip- 
tions amounting to more than $150,000, 
evoked the most spontaneous and en- 
thusiastic applause of the evening. 

The “insurance grafters”’ and the men 
who profited by insurance graft were 
no better than boodlers, insisted the 
Governor. 

“When the directors of a great in- 
syrance company,” said he, “use the 
money in their hands for their own pur- 
poses that is a graft; when the presi- 
dent of a great insurance company takes 
funds held in trust for the beneficiaries 
of insurance policies and without their 
knowledge and consent pays a part of 
the trust funds into a political cam- 
paign fund that 
the same as if a public official in charge 
of the public funds were to put his 
hands into the. public treasury and take 
therefrom money which he turns over 
to someone else for political or private 
purposes.”’ 

State May Insure, 


‘“‘Legitimate combinations of capital, 
whether they ‘be for insurance purposes 
or otherwise, are entitied to fair treat- 
ment the same as individuals, to equal 
and exact justice, no more and no less. 
But if they eannot exist without re- 
sorting to bribery and surreptitious vio- 
lations of the law it would be better for 
the people that they be wiped out of ex- 
istence.

New York Financiers See Peril 
in Lack of Legal 
Restrictions.

NEW YORK, Oct. 
in financial institutions over 
companies. Since the big 
bankers believe the State banking 
partment cannot be relied upon 
quately to supervise financial institu- 
tions under its control. 

The trust companies have nearly $1,- 
000,000,000 of the people's money in their 
custody, with no tegal restrictions to 
prevent them from lending every dol- 
lar in the. stock market. A sudden panic 
might find them unable to meet a run, 
say bankers, and widespread = ruin 
would result. 

Evidence of this feeling of alarm was 
given at the annual meeting of the 
clearing house, when President Nash of 
the Corn Exchange Bank spoke of the 
grave dangers threatened by the “‘reck- 
leas business methods” of trust com- 
panies, which are not required to keep 
reserves commensurate with their oblil- 
gations, yet do a banking business 
which is encroaching upon that of the 
national banks. 

During the recent stringency, when 
the national banks were forced to re- 
duce loans in order to maintain their 
reserves, Mr. Nash said, the trust com- 
panies increased their loans to a degree 
eomsidered hagardous, to say the least. 
This explained . the unreliable charac- 
ter of the weekly bank statement, 80 
hittely complained of in the W all street 
review telegraphed to the Post-Dispatch 
last Saturday night. and weekly for 
nearly a year.

NEEDS OF NORTH ST. LOUIS. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


There 4s much stress laid on the supposed value to 
North St. Louls of the King’s Highway boulevard 
project, and in the consideration of the bond issue 
now under discussion, its probable value in the up- 
bullding of that part of the city should be carefully 
kept in view. But the citizens of North St. Louis 
know of more pressing needs. It is well known that 
all North 8t. Louis is backward in improvements. 
The causes are comparatively few, one of them 
being the large tracts of unimproved lands. which 
necessarily tend to keep down land values. Other 
causes are the derelict Fair Grounds tract and the 
lack of proper street-car facilities. No one familiar 
with the conditions can fail to see the importance of 
the opening of the Fair Grounds tract. It has stood 
an insuperable barrier to the improvement of all 
that territory lying west of it. because it has pre- 
vented the perfecting of the Natural Bridge road, 
and consequently its contiguous territory west to 
the highway. The Natural Bridge road is to North 
St. Louls what Easton avenue is to Cote Brilliante, 
and with it improved, not only western North St. 
lfuis, but its commercial area. North Broadway, 
will come into easier contact. At present Broadway 
is more inaccessible to North St. Louisans living 
west of Grand avenue than is South St. Louis. What 
is needed in this connection is not only a fully im- 
proved highway leading from the western city limits 
to the river, but street-car transfer facilities. 
There is no car line touching sufficiently near the 
business mart of this section of the city to enable 
ite western citizens to get there. except by going 
downtown and transferring to northbound Broadway 
cars—or walking. A North Broadway car should di- 
verge west at about 4000 north and touch the present 
roads now in operation, with transfer privileges 
It is not true that the people of this sectien of the 
city are “‘slow;"’ they have their betterment associa- 
tions—notably the North Broadway Business Men's 
Association and the First Ward Improvement Asso- 
ciation, and will be found quite wiliing and ready 
to assist wherever the city can be improved.

ERSONALLY, I am not, under all

I knew an 
instance of man whose wife bore to 
him nine children’'in ten years.

He was a brute; she was his 
victim. 

On the hand, there are too 
many women here, and it is the same, 
or worse, in other countries, to whom 
sacred, enviable, necessary maternity 
is a burden, a social handicap, a domes- 
tic inconvenience. Poor, silly, foolish 
creatures! As the years gu inevitably 
they will find, to their loss, cost, itl 
health, unhappiness and shame, that 
they who never gathered, never gar- 
nered, never will enjoy.

We cannot 
dogmatize about the number there 
should be in a family—that is governed 
by the individual case of mother. And 
we cannot determine the number of 
children a woman should rear—that is 
governed by many things, mostly im- 
personal. The cheerful thing to note is 
inat the marriage rate is either steady 
or slightly rising; and where it occa- 
sionally falls it is often due to eco- 
nomic and commercial, rather than so- 
cial or personal reason. 

1 believe that as the poor socially 
improve and approximate toward their 
weulthy fellows, its infantile mortal- 
ity will decrease, its age mortality 
lengthen; but its birth rate will cor- 
respondingly diminish; and I believe 
the three conditions’ go hand in hand 
and are good. 

Tine reduction in the birth rate con- 
eerns me less than the salvation of 
the babies that arrive. The regrettable 
and criminal infant mortality after the 
lowering birth rate has been achieved 
must be stopped. It is a cruel, waste- 
ful and deplorable condition that is re- 
sponsible for poor people marrying 
more than the rich, rearing up to a 
certain uge double the children, and 
then, after the risk and burden of ma- 
ternity have been incurred, having to 
lose fi an-two to four times the num- 
ber of their offspring up to the age of 
5, as compared with their richer neigh- 
bers. 

Celibacy is the crime, not the lower 
birth rate of a healthier, stronger, 
wiser, yet stnaller family. 

Marriage Is the virtue, not the great- 
est progeny. 

Tne punishment for celibacy is ex- 
haustion and‘ worse ip the man. The 
penalty to the woman for loss of ma- 
ternity is loss of health, a diminished 
fund of dutiful enjoyment, a limitation 
of that Inherent power to sacrifice that

“1ST, eoareay MOT ACen 
TO GET HER MILLION; 
OTHERS HUSTLING 


If the Million Ciub desires. to build 
up the population of St. Louis by filling 
up the tributary country with settlers, 
they will have to hustle, for they wi 
meet the strongest kind of competition 
in the Northwest,”’ said L. G. Paul, sta- 
tion passenger agent of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Southwestern, yesterday. Mr. 
Faul has just returned from a trip to 
the Portland Exposition to attend the 
national meeting of the railroad pas- 
senger nen. He went from St. Paul to 
Portland by way of the Great Northern 
with a special train of passenger men, 
and returned by the Canadian Pacific. 

“The people of that section,”’ said Mr. 
Paul, ‘‘are surely alive and are hustling 
for immigration and Capital at a live- 
ly rate. From S8t. Paul clear through 
to ivortland, taking in the cities of 
Great Falls, Helena, Butte and Spokane 
and from Portiand back again, taking 
in Tacoma, Seattie, Victoria, Vancou- 
ver, Calgary, Moose Jaw and Winni- 
pex, I found the same condition of af- 
fairs. Everywhere we,were met by spe- 
cial committees and shown the advan- 
tages of those citigs and the surround- 
ing country. We were told of the rapid 
growth of the towns, of the great in- 
crease in the rural population and of 
the systematic and active work al 
these places were doing in conjunction 
with the railroads to secure settlers and 
to induce manufacturers and business 
men to locate there. The railroads are 
giving very low homeseekers’ rates and 
are extremely liberal in their treatment 
of people going there to settle or in- 
vestigate. Every town has its Chamber 
of Commerce, or Beard of Trade and 
Immigration Society, and they are all 
working in close harmony and conjunc- 
tion with the railroads. No section of 
the country has been built up as rapid- 
ly as this work is building up the entire 
Northwestern district. 

“The Northern Pacific and the Great 
Northern. under the control of James J. 
Hill. have commenced construction of 
a joint line down the north bank of the

secured site for extensive terminal fa- 
cilities in that city. This is giving an 
additional boom to that region. Port- 
land and Seattle have added 50 per cent 
to their population in the last five years, 
and as much more to their volume of 
business. Settlers ‘by the thousand are 
locating all along the railroad lines, but 
particularly in Oregon and Washington. 
I found the same condition of affairs. 
though to somewhat less extent, in 
British Columbia. In the great wheat 
and cattle belt of Canada, lying be- 
tween the Rocky Mountains and Winpni- 
peg, I found the greatest possible ac- 
tivity. Thousands of active farmers are 
pouring to that country, and new towns 
are springing up like magic. All of 
this is the result of systematic, ener- 
getic and persistent immigration work 
carried on, as I have said, by the vari- 
ous towns in co-operation with the rail- 
roads. The most extensive work is be- 
ing done by Portland, and it embraces 
the entire tributary country. 

“This is the kind of work that must 
be done here for the Southwest.. Since 
returning I have read Mr. Lesan’s plan 
for building up the population and busi- 
ness of St. Louis, which won the Post- 
Dispatch prize of $500, and it so closely 
harmonizes with my observations or 
this trip, that I give it the heartiest in- 
dorsement. Everything that can pos- 
sibly be offered as an inducement for 
settlers, business men and manufactur- 
ers is offered by our great Southwestern 
Empire. There is no reason why thou- 
sands upon thousands of people should 
be induced to locate in the extreme 
North: when this wonderful Southwest 
remains open to them, except one reason 


they are being told about: that region, 
and are not being told sufficiently about 
the Southwest. I have been in the 
railroad business a great many years, 
and I have never seen the time when 
the people were more anxious to move 
into and invest in new localities than 
they are today. All that is necessary 
to do this is to follow the good old Mis- 
souri rule and ‘show them.’ ”’

STATE SAVED THOUSANDS 


Costly Court of Criminal 
Correction Proceeding in 
Felonies Abandoned. 


Circuit Attorney Sager said Wednes. 
day that aceused persons, as well as 
the State, will be saved expense and 
prolonged imprisongnent by his new 
plan of having all felony causes taken 
direct to him instead of going through 
the Court of Criminal Correction. 

If an accused person is innocent he 
will have a chance to prove it without 
spending weeks or months in Jail await- 
ing trial. If he is guilty the State wil} 
have a bettcr chance of convicting while 
the evidence is fresh. 

Another advantage to defendants will 
be that they will not have to give three 
bonds, one when the warrant is issued, 
one when bound over to the grand jury 
and one when indicted. 

The plan will reduce the 
sheriff's office from $10,000 to $15,000, 
and Sheriff Clarke thinks he will have 


to dispense with the services of eight 
or ten of his deputies. 


Save 84000 in One Count. 


The saving will be effected on 
penas and maintenance mainly. 
one set of subpenas will have to be 
served instead of three. The sheriff 
will not have to maintain defendants in 
jail so long while they are waiting trial.

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—Congressman 
Richard Bartholdt of St. Louis returned 
from Europe on the Kalser Wilhelm HI 
yesterday and gave an account last 
night at the Hotel Astor of the Brussels 
Conference of the Interparliamentary 
Union and of a visit to Berlin. 

Six of the American delegation went 
to the latter place after the conference 
at Brussels and were treated there 
with the utmost consideration. The Em- 
peror sent imperial carriages to con- 
duct them to the review ground, where 
they saw a parade of 25,000 of the finest 
German troops. 

From there they were driven to the 
old castle, where His Imperial Majesty 
received them in the star chamber. 
Their interview was entirely informal 
and lasted for three-quarters of an 
hour, the Emperor conversing — with 
them with the utmost vivacity on all 
sorts of different topics. 


Energy of the Eurperor. 


‘His Majesty,’ said Mr. Bartholdt,

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 4—A plan is 
on foot to popularize the mospuito. the- 
ory as the means of spreading yellow 
fever infection by having President 
Roosevelt and members of his party, 
when they visit New Orleans Oct. 26, in- 
spect the emergency hospital. 

A number.of patients are now confined 
in the hospital. suffering with yellow 
jack in his varying stages, and when 
Mr. Roosevelt arrives there will prob- 
ably be a few left-over cases on hand. 
There is perhaps less danger fn going 
there than to any part of the elty. The 
institution is screened in such a way 
that it is impossible for mosquitoes of 
any species to get inside the place. A 
double system of screen doors is used 
at the entrance, which is also provided 
wth two powerful electre fans, whch 
send out a strong blast of wind as the 
screened doors are opened, thus prevent- 
ing the pests from getting In. 

In order to visit the hospital the Pres- 
ident will have to travel through sev- 
eral infected streets,, all situated within 
a few squares of the original infected 
[Italian quarter, where scores of Mal- 
ians died before the health authorities 
knew of the existence of the disease 
here 

Mr. Roosevelt is believed to be an im- 
mune because of his stay tn Santiago 
with the Rough Riders during the war 
with Spain, at which time yellow fever 
was supposed to have broken out among 
the American soldiers.

Frank White of Arloe Tried to 
Defend Woman From Gang 
of ‘‘Pushers.”’ 


OTHERS TOOK A. HAND 


Women Screamed and Fainted; 
Men Jabbed, Jolted, Pushed 
and Punched. 


BIG MAN “MADE PEACE” 


Giant Conductor Restored Quiet 
by Using His Ponderous 
Fists on “Pushers.” 


A free-for-all fist-and-skul! fight, in a 
Frisco passenger cgach that was crowd- 
ed from door to door, was a 20-minute 
feature Wednesday morning of the re- 
turn of a party of Valley Park Veiled 
Prophet excursionists. 

The nervous collapse of several wom- 
en, and the distribution of black eyes 
and bruised noses among the men, was 
the total of the damage. 

The trouble began with a fist fight 
at Union Station. The train, which 
should have left aft 11:30, was nearly an 
hour late. Those who were to take it 
were, meantime, kept outside the train 
gates, and helped to swell the enormous 
crowd .in the Midway. 

Growing weary of standing around, a 
crowd of men formed themselves in sin- 
gle file and began to zigzag through the 
crowd They elbowed men, women and 
children, pushing them out of the way, 
and, in some instances, pushing them 
down. 

Frank White of Arloe was standing 
beside a woman who was thus jostled, 
and as she cried aut in pafn and fright 
he made angry comment. The leader 
of the “‘pushers’’ struck him in the face. 
He returnéd the blow and there was 
a lively scrimmage. 

“Pushers” Were Aggressive. 


Soon afterward the gates were opened 
and the crowd surged into the shed. 
In the train were nine cars; these were 
quickly packed, people being compelled 
to stand in every car. 

White got a seat in the third car 
from the rear. Into the same car crowd- 
ed the ‘‘pushers,’’ whose line was now, 
however, broken. 

White says he did not see any of his 
enemies until he tried to get off at Ar- 
loe. He started to the rear doon 

“Go the other way,” said the crowd 
which blocked the way. 

White went to the front door; he was 
Ordered back to the rear door; then 
back to the front door and again back 
to the rear. 

The train had stopped and he wanted 
to get off. He tried to push his. way 
through. A man struck him in the eye. 
He fought back. 

And right there the fight became gen- 
eral. Women began to scream. Mrs. 
Hartline of Lindenwood fainted. Others 
got between the Seats.

Men scrambled over each other, either 
to get into the fight or to try to stop it. 
Young men climbed upon the backs of 
the seats to become spectators. There 
was pushing, jabbing, jolting, every- 
where—people falling Over seats, being 
pushed or thrown down in the aisle, 
kicked, cuffed and jerked about—and 
men's curses mingled with women's 
screams to make a medley of noise. 

The train had started up again, with 
White still a passenger and still trying 
to fight his way tp the plaftorm. Some-
